A 
worker  with  severe  burns  over  98  per  cent  of 
his  body  surface  and  a  Red  Guard  whose  heart 
had  stopped  beating  for  25  minutes  were  saved.

These  accounts  give  the  reader  some  idea  of 
this  anaesthetizing  method  and  of  its  applica¬ 
tion  in  surgery.

In  January  1935  the  Party  Cen¬ 
tral  Committee  convened  the  Enlarged  Con¬ 
ference  of  the  Political  Bureau  at  Tsunyi, 
which  put  an  end  to  the  “Left”  opportunist 
leadership  in  the  Party  and  established  that 
of  Comrade  Mao  Tsetung.  Thus  the  Party  and 
the  Red  Army  were  saved  from  ruin  at  the 
critical  moment  and  the  Chinese  revolution 
regained  its  footing.  After  that,  the  Red 
Army,  under  the  correct  leadership  of  Com¬ 
rade  Mao  Tsetung,  frustrated  the  encirclement, 
pursuit  and  interception  by  hundreds  of  thou¬ 
sands  of  enemy  troops  and  overcame  the 
dangers  and  difficulties.  It  succeeded  in  reach¬ 
ing  northern  Shensi,  bringing  the  Long  March 
to  a  victorious  close. 

This  book  is  a  record  of  the  author’s  own 
experience  between  1930  and  1936  when  he 
served  as  Chairman  Mao’s  orderly  and  later 
as  his  bodyguard.  Here  he  gives  his  impres¬ 
sions  of  the  Chairman’s  life  and  work,  espe¬
